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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The enclosed detailed action is in response to the Amendment submitted on November 5, 
2004. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-23, 29-51 and 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/of use the invention. 

The independent claims of the above mentioned claims recite the limitation "generating a short- 
quasi-unique-identifier (SQUID)". It is not clear from the claims or the specification how to 
generate such an identifier. The specification indicates that the generator may generate the 
identifiers by counting, randomly or by hashing. However, in using any of these methods how 
are the identifiers generated such that they are quasi-unique. The plain language of the term 
"quasi" means "in some sense or degree", which suggest that the identifiers are unique in some 
degree. The Applicant argues that the identifiers are not necessarily unique, which suggest that 
the identifiers may or may not be unique. The language describing the SQUDDs is ambiguous. 
Are the identifiers unique? How are the identifiers quasi-unique? It is not clear how these 
identifiers are generated quasi-unique and short. Additionally it is not clear what the extent of 
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"short" means. Is short 10 bits or 80 bits? The breadth of that language is also ambiguous. 
Clarification is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-23, 29-51 and 60-63 would be allowable if the above 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejection is 
overcome. 

5. Claims 24-28, 52-59 and 64-65 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
